You ſhall chooſe the pongeſt, whiche are apter to laye 
then the old: And the commd, moꝛe then thei of kinde: oz the 
Blacke, Redde,and Taunie, whiche are moꝛe fruicfull then 
the Graie oꝛ Tlhite, as Ariſtotle affirmeth in his Hiſto⸗ 
ric of beaſtes in the firſt booke, the firſte Chapiter. And alſo 
thei whiche haue their creaſte o combe double aud vpꝛight, 
as witneſſeth Pinie in his naturall Hiſtozit. Allo Pallad: res 
and Petrus Creſcencis in his booke of [Douſebandyie , Like- 
wiſe Carolus Step hanus à man of our tyme, and a diligente 
gatherer of thynges Economike, parteinyng to Pouſholde 
and Houlebandne, Y 

Theiofa meane bixnelle , are the beſte , hauyng their 
breaſt large, their bodie well fleſhed, not with long ſpurres 
like vnto Cockes , ſoꝛ thei commonly bꝛeake their Egges. 
Take heede alſo that thei be not to katte. Clitnefle the good 
wife, whiche beyng in lone with her Henne, led her b well, 
and made her ſo lat, that ſhe left laiyng, as rehearſeth Chepe 
in his Fables. 

Hou ought to thinke, that the good woman loued her 
Henne no leſſe, then the E:nperour Honorim , Soonne of 
Theodo ſſus loued his, named Rome. ha vnderſtandyng, 


that e Alaricus kyng of the Gothes had takt Rome (whiche

Alectoro- 


mantia, 
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was the auncient Citie of Rome) was verie ſad,ſuppoſyng 
that eAlaricus had taken his Henne, whiche he ſo mutche 
loued,as Zonar the Greeke Hiſtoꝛiographer hath wucten, 
inthe life of Hororius. I ſaie the aunciente Roome, becauſe 
the Emperours of the Caſt partes, called Conſtantinople, 
newe Rooine, 

In like maner pou ſhallbupe Cockes,to ſoꝛt oꝛ matche 
them: fire ſcoʒe Cockes ſhall ſuffice foꝛ the twelue hundꝛeth 
Hennes. Foꝛ one Cocke, maie ſuffice foꝛ ten Dennes. Thei 
maie coſte vou tenne Souſes the peece,ouer and aboue the 
pꝛite of the Hennes: whiche amounteth to rloiif. Frankes. 
Thei ok the age from a pere and a halke, vnto twoo peres, 
are the beſte. 

To knowe them well, vou ſhall conſider the Hlumage, 
oꝛ Feathers, The Blacke, Ned, and Taunie, are the beſte. 
Allo thei that haue their Combe oꝛ Creaſte vpꝛight, and 
double, oꝛ diuided. Their epes redde and gliſteryug: Their 
becke, ſhoꝛte and hooked: well ſpurred:their goyng, hautie 
and pꝛoude: Their voice ſtrong and ſoundyng: and ſutche as 
crowe mutche, repꝛeſentyng ſutche a Maieſtie, as did the 
Cocke of the Perſians, whiche emong them was reueren⸗ 
ted, and honoured fo2 a kyng, as reciteth Ariſtophanet, At 
the leaſt, that thei ſhewe a certaine hardineſſe. as thei which 
the ¶ arians, peaple of the leſſe ez, bore vppon their Mo⸗ 
rion 02 Helmet.goyng to battaill:as Ali vander de Ale- 
æandro hath witten in the xx. Chapiter ot his firſt booke. 

And ik yau will take pleaſure in Diyjnatian of thunges 
ta came by Cockes, ( whiche Diuination is named ele: 
Foromantia)às did Iamhlicus mailter of Proclus, as Liba- 
nius his companion, great and learned ohiloſophers, in the 
tyme of the Emperour/alens,youmaie make experimente 
of ſutche pꝛedictians, and there with dooe pleaſure to your

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Theoꝛike, 02 Speculation of the ſaied Diuination, J will 
ſhewe you a certaine pꝛactiſe and Pꝛognoſtication thereof, 
Certaine greate lozdes were curious to knowe, who ſhould 
bee ſucceſſourto the Empire, after Vent, fauourer of the 
damnable ſect of the Arrians:pꝛaiyng theſaid Philoſophers 
to giue aunſwere, atco2dync to their Arte and experience, 
whiche thei had of ſutche thinges. TUho were verie diligent 
to ſa.iſtie their requeſt, as commonly men okletters are not 
ingrate to cõmunicate to others, the fruites of their garden. 

Therefoꝛe [amblicus, and Libantus, thoſe a place verie 
pla ine and cquall, of conueniente largencſſe:andcauſed fine 
pouder, oꝛ aſhes to bet likred therein. Fn the whiche pouder, 
thei wiote the xritij.letters of the Alphabet equally diſtante 
the one from che other, one little cubite a ſonder, whiche is a 
foote and a halte. | 

The rriij. Letters ſo wꝛitten and oꝛdered. made a Ft: 
gure pentagon, 02 of fiue angles, hauyng five equall diſtan⸗ 
ces: Upon euer of the whiche letters, thei lated tenne grai⸗ 
nes, one of CT Aheate, and an other of Barlep, 

The Figure bepng ſet in oder, thei took a Cocke, and 
ſaied to hym theſe woowes:Cocke enuious, Cocke ielous, 
Cocke pꝛoude: Cate the graine, and leaue the letter. Then 
makyng agreate whiſperyng, in maner of a Charme, thei 
lett the Cocke ſo Charmed, eate certaine of the graines li⸗ 
vug vpõ the letters. The which letters thẽ topned together, 
and ſette in oꝛder, accoꝛdyng to the graines whiche laye on 
them, thele letters wete founde, 7, V, E, O, D. And were 
thereby contented to ſearthe no further, Theod, 

Aud by this Diuination by the Cocke, the ſaied Philo⸗ 
ſophers gaue aunſwere, that the ſucceſſour ofthe Empire, 
ſhould be one Theodoſius, oz T heodorns,01 Theodotus,wher 
of Valens "evnr aduertiſed, was greatly diſpleaſi d, fearyng 
leaſt his childꝛen ſhould bee depꝛiued of che Empire. And

fo named. Iamnblicus had evil fortune, and ſhoꝛtly alter was 
poiſoned. V opiſcus, Lampridtus, aud Zoxare, whiche haut 
wꝛitten the liues ofthe Tmpercurs ofthe CaT and Uictt, 
will make pou wiſe in this P2oguoſtication, 

Not without reaſon J haue rchearſcd vnto ron this lit⸗ 
tle Cubite. Fo2 if your figure j entag on, were directed by 
the greate Cubite(whiche is of nine loote, accoꝛdyng to the 
whiche, the Arke of dae was meaſured, as ſome Specu⸗ 
latours haue affirmed) you might faile in pour Diuination, 
and ſhall not come to the knowledge of that vou deſire. 

Neuertheleſſe, fo: aſmuche as ſutche Diuinations, bee 
decciptes, and enchauntmentes ofthe eyes and ſenſcs, ha- 
uyng in them no ſubſtaunce of truthe, but rather of lyes, you 
ſhall giue no faithe thereto. Foz falſhoode is euer ouercome 
by truthe:as by example allegoꝛzike, /oſephus in his Diſtoꝛic 
ofthe Antiquitie of the Jewes, in the ſecond booke and fifte 
Chapit er declareth : As alſo is witten in Exodus, Chapt- 
ter ſeuen. TAhere the rodde of Moiſes, was by the finger of 
God tourned into avery Serpent, and deuoured the phan⸗ 
taſtike Serpentes ok the Magicians of}Iharao . And the 
Aucthours of the ſaied Pagique , finally receiued their re⸗ 
warde as did /amb/icx- : and as did eArphaxar the Magi⸗ 
cian of Perſia , whs was ſtriken with a Thunderbolte : As 
was alſo the Bailife of Ifaſcor, whom the Deuill carried 
awate,as our Chzonicles witneſſeth. And alſo as wer A. 
thetin and Hollere, Magicians of the Gothes, whiche were 
ouerwhelmed, as wiiteth Olaus CHagnas in his Hiſtone 
of the Noꝛth Regions, in the third booke.Likewiſe Odds a 
Dagictanof Demnarke, wha wag dzouned. And infinite o⸗ 
thers came to the like euill ende. 

But now to retourne to our Hẽnes: To entreate thi and 


gouerne them well, vou muſt haue fower ſeruaũtes 02 mat: 


des, with large eares, well to cõceiue and vnderſtande vout 
commaundementes;audthe keete of Hartes, with diligente 


expe: 
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erpeditid to execute theſame:and a truſtie right hande to be 
faithful, loiall, obedient, and of fewe wozdes.Fo2(as ſaieth 
the 7 erentian Parmenio) it is à greate faulte in ſeruauntes 
to bee babbelers, and not to keepe their Maiſters counſaill, 

Their office ſhatbe to bzyng the Hennes into their hou- 
ſes euery daie, at fine ofthe clocke in the Euenyng in Soni⸗ 
mer:and at thʒee of the clocke in TU inter. Alſo that thei bee 
di. igent to cloſe the entries, and windowes of the Hen hou⸗ 
ſes, that in the night the Foxe ( naturall enemie to Hennes) 
Acaſelles, oꝛ olecattes, maie haue no acceſſe. And in the 
momyng, to open the entries and windowes, that thei may 
come foꝛthe. And then to make cleane the Pearches and la⸗ 
thers. Allo to refreaſhe their Pottes and Troughes with 
cleane water. Foꝛ filthie and coxrupt water, engendꝛeth the 
pippe, and other ſickneſſes. 

In the date alſo, the ſaied ſeruauntes muſt bee mpndfull 
to vilite the Panyers, it thei be furniſhed with Haye, and to 
refreſhe them it neede bee. The whiche muſt be doen cucry 
weeke,fo2 engenderpng of Liſe, Wlozmes,and Uernine, 
whiche make the Hennes leane, and cauſe them to ſcratche. 

In like maner thei muſt bee diligente, in gatheryng the 
Egges. And by accompt to deliver tht to a woman, whiche 
ſhall lay them in oꝛder vpon faire wheate ſtrawe, in a place 
of large and free ay2e,ts be kept freathe and cold. The ſame 
ſeruantes, after that in the Moꝛnyng, thei haue giuen them 
their feedyng ol Barlp and Otes, and ſometymes allo Fet⸗ 
ches, oꝛ Tares, ſhall caſte emong them ſome dzie Hozſe- 
dounge, tothe ende that the Pennes mate labour the mote, 
to ſearche their meate with ſcrapyng.

Budæus, alter the rate of fiue and twentie Crounes one Se: 


Ferne. And in like maner ſhall thei dooe a little beſoꝛe chei 
bꝛyng them to rouſte. 

Ik your varde tontaine twoo Acres inclofcd, you maye 
thereof owe halfe an Acre in ſome coꝛner, where the ẽ⸗ 
nes maie ſometymes in the date ſcrape the ground, and tõ⸗ 
ble them ſelues in the duſte oꝛ ſande, wherein ther take great 
plealure. Hou ſhallÞPlowe oz hardell the ſaied lande, once in 
the Moneth, that it become not too harde, that the Hennes 
maie eaſily raiſe it, without hurtyng their clawes. 

You mate alſo caſte certaine ſeedes vppon the lo wed 
ground, and couer it with the hardell, that the Hennes male 


take bothe moꝛe plcaſure and labour, in diſcoucryng it. Foꝛ 


the Hennes thꝛough idelnefle , become groſſe and heauic, 
and will ceaſe from laiyng. 

Ahen pour Houſbandꝛie ſhalbe thits well otercd; you 
muſt practiſe in the Citie ot aris, with ten oz twelue JIht- 
ſitions, dwellyng in ſondꝛie places of the ſaied Citie. Mot 


ok the beardleſſe and delicate Apollinaries, whiche care foꝛ 


nothyng but glozie, and cull flatterie, to gett riche wines. 
But of the bearded A ſculapiam, ſuche as was the famous 
Flozentine j a man of ſinguler knowledge, and experience 
in his art, and famous fo2 the wiſe counſaill whiche he gaue 
to his daughter, purſued by the vnchaſte loue of Ladiſlaus 
kyng of Naples and Hungarie. 

Surche auncient Philitions, will eaſily permitt the ne⸗ 
ceſſitie of Mature, and confirme the wholeſome Edicte of 
the Emperour Cl/axans ; who (as witneſſeth Sueronins) 
permitted in banquettes and compantes , freelp and with: 


out 
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out ſhamt , to let ſcape the winde of the beallie , knowyng 
that certaine ſhamefaſte perſones, ſub iecte to the Collicke, 
haue died fo2 holdyng the ſazed ventolitie: As ſalſo Cicero 

in the xxij. booke of his Epiſtles, ſaith that fartyng ought to 
be as free as belchyng, after the opinion of the Stokes. 

Von ſhall giue theim to vnderſtande, that you can dately 
furniſhe their Pacientes with newe laied Egges, every 
moꝛnyng without faile , You ſhall alſo aduertiſe theim, of, 
theun that haue the ſellyng, and diſtribution of them. 

You ſhall alſo take heede, that you haue not to deale with 
ſuche Phiſitions , Whiche haue nought cls to doe thein to 
waltze their Pules, as thet were whiche were obſcrucd by 
Maiſter Francis Rables Pentagruell, to depatte out of their 
lodgyng at ſire ofthe clocke in the moꝛnyng, and ta returne 
at Noone without ſtrikyng of ſtroke, Fo ſuche are the ves 
rie pacientes of tmpaciktes,by the vnderſtandyng of Epop- 
tiques and Acromatiques of Ariſtotle and Alexander his 
Diſciple. whiche thet thought onely woꝛthie to bee read, as 
wiiteth Quintus ( urtiut. 

In like maner pou muſt bee acquainted with xb. oꝛ xx. 
Gainſellers, o; Regraters, ſuche as can chatte and babble 
beſte, and walke aboute all the ſtreates, and the fower coz⸗ 
ners of the Cite, and the moſte famous: places of the ſame: 
as the Burſe, the }2a!laice,the greate Haules, theJPoztes, 
and other places of greatereſozte ; Aſſuryng theim to fur⸗ 
niſhe them daiely ofanumber ofnewelaied Egges, which 
thei ſhall ſell and diſtribute to your pꝛofite, agrteyng with 
theim foz reaſonable pꝛice and wages, as halbe ſaied here⸗ 
alter, 

Hauyng kepe this oder, you ſhall bee carefull and dili⸗ 
gent, to cauſe your Egges dately ta bee caried tothe Gain⸗ 
ſellers, o women that ſhall ſell them againe in the moꝛning 
of the date followpng.You maie carie thẽ beſte vpon Ales, 


Fo whiche purpole,that Beaſte is very Mopergberauli 
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his ſlowe goyng, that he bꝛeake not the Egges. But take 
heede that thei eate no Figges, leaſte pou bꝛuſte fo2 laugh- 
vng, as did the Philoſopher ¶ Vryſſppur, as wiiteth Dioge- 
net Laertius, in his booke of the liues of hiloſophers. The 
like alſo chaunced to Philomenes,as wiiteth Valerius Ma- 
ximnus,in his Chapiter of rare kyndes of Ocath. 

Now it reſteth to make pon vnderſtande the pꝛofite, 

that (hall tome vnto you daiely of your ſumme: all charges 
aud expenſes deducted:the rent of your houſe paied, the wa⸗ 
ges of your ſeruauntes, the Gatuſellers contTted, the char⸗ 
ges of the Aſle, his keeper compted, and allo the graine 02 
come wherewitth your Hennes are fedde , Foꝛ of the ſale of 
Egges, is taken no cuſtome, oꝛ impoſition ; as was in the 
tyme of Jhon D#cas Emperour of Conſtantinople, and 
ſucceſſour of Theode/ins Laſcarit, who was ſo exceſſiue, 
that in a few daies, the Croune of rene the Empꝛeſſe, was 
thereby marucilouſly enriched in pꝛecious ſtones and ie⸗ 
welles, as Nephorius hath left in vniting in the third booke 
ofthe Hiſtozie Bi antine, in the chapiter ; of the famine of 
the Turkes. 
You ſhall ſell, oꝛ cauſe to be ſolde, euery new laied egge 
 eaſely fo2 ſire Frenche pence the peece. Foꝛ Jaſlure you, 
that within the Citee ol Paris, are a thouſande, yea rather 
twoo thouſande, that will gladly giue a Carolus ( whiche 
is nyne Frenche pence)fo2 every newe lated Egge, beyng 
thereof aſſured: wherein ſee pon kaile not.

| naturally ot good nourtſhemente, wholſome, delicate, ofea⸗ 
die digeſtiun, and maketh good bloud, as wiiteth Alexan- 
der 
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der A phrodifewri in his leconde booke , andxrviiſ.queſtion 
ofhis P2oblemes , Likewiſe A ert Magons witeth, 
that an Egge engendereth in a man, as muche good blood, 
as is the bigneſſe of the yolke , whiche tourneth almoſte all 
into bloud. 

J haue pet made no memoꝛie of lickefolkes, whiche of

- Neither ſo vile oz ſparyng, as was Ep.uminonaa: a greate 
Lowe of Thebes, who kept his chamber while his apparel 
was amendyng, becauſe he would haue no chaunge, ., 


But temperate and modeſte, as that of the Kpnges of 
Egipte, who befoze thei fell tao their meate., diſputed of 
modeſtie and (objiette,takpng pleaſure in bankettes, moꝛe 


iopfull, then ſumptuous oy exquiſite . And ſo ſhall you not 
kall into the penaltie ofthe Lawe Numerall of Julius, who 


p2efined a Taxe to bee pated of the charges, made in greate 
keaſtes and bankettes. 

And foz as muche as it maie ſeme a thyng vndecents, 
that a man ſhould make pꝛokeſſion ot an Arte, oꝛ trafique of 
Marchandize, whereof he hath no knowledge, beyng igno⸗ 


rant of the natures and temperatures of the thinges, which 


he hath in hande: J will not faile to aduertiſe you of the dil⸗ 
eaſes, whiche come to Hennes and Cockes, and o their te 
medies, and when it ſhalbee needefull to chaunge them, and 
hit others in their places, to the ende that pour noniber doe 

| not 
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not diminiche:as you knowe that by ſurrogation, thekindes 
of all thynges ate pꝛeſerued in their beyng, andſoremaine 
perpetually, as diuine Diotimus taught Socrates in the ſe⸗ 
cond booke ot the feaſt of ans. 

Their tonmon diſeaſe is the pippe, whiche is a diſeaſs 
ofthe tongue, the ende whereof is thereby hardened,in ma. 
ner ofa griſtle. And thereby alſo the Menne loſeth her taſk, 
bothe in eatyng and dꝛinkyng: and infecteth alſo the other 
Hennes, ſpecially within the houle, and the place of their 
feedyng. | 

This diſeaſe p2oceedeth, either ol beeyng long without 
dꝛinckyng of cleane and freaſhe water, oz by dꝛinckyng of 
foule and ſtinckyng water, And to heale it, you muſte take 
the Henne, and take awaie the ſuperfluitie, whiche groweth 
on the tong hardened at the ende. And then waſhe the tong 
and brake with oyle, in the whiche ſhalbe temperen a hedde 
of Garlike. And put emong their meate Stapheſacre: and 
to rubbe the tong well with Spettle oz QAineger, firſt tem. 
pered in the mouthe of the ſeruaunt. 

An other diſeaſe, is the Catare oz Rheume, whiche is 
a fluxion ofcoldhumours in the hed of the Heanes, making 
them to hang their winges, and their Creaſtes oz combes. 
The remedit is, to trauerſe 02 ouertwart their noſethꝛells 
with a Fcather putte thꝛough them, ta open the Fluxion oꝛ 
Rheume that is ſtopped, and maketh them blinde. Jt ſhall 
alſo he good to warme their dꝛinke in Tlinter:becauſe ſuch 
diſeaſes pꝛoct ede of cold, oꝛ dꝛinkyng ol Froſen water, oz 
liyng vnder the Moone, the mother of all moiſtneſſe. 

Againſt the Lice and Uermine , whiche maketh them 
leane;feeble, and vnkruittull, J hane ſhewed pou the reme⸗ 
dic. But when the diſeaſe is now come, the remedie is too 
pathe them with a little wine, oz dꝛinke, in the whiche ſhall 
be ſodden ſome Comine, oꝛ Staphiſacre, commonly called 


the death ol Lice, appliyng it to the heddes of little 2 
5 with

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withointmentes, 

Tf you doubte , how J knowe this, not alledgyng any 
Authour foꝛ the pzooke ; pou ſhall under ſtande that J haue 
learned it, by pꝛactiʒe ofthe common people, in like maner 
as the wiſemen emong the Pebzues, named Cab/i/te,and 
the ike emong the Gaules named Drxydes, learned their 
Scientes by Tradition, rom mouthe to mouthe, and from 
hande to hande without letters. Wlherby is come to paſſe, v 
in our Fraunce, the gouernment is moze by cuſtomes not 
wꝛitten, then by wzitten lawesꝛas Jau Ceſar hath wzit⸗ 
ten in his Commentaries,of the conqueſt of the Gaules oz 
Frenchemen, in his ſirt booke, 

The auncientes haue wiitten certaine remeadies, to 
ker pe the Hennes from the Foxe, as Palladius in his booke 
of Houſebandꝛie, teacheth how to rubbe the walles of the 
Henne houſe, with the gauleof a Foxe, and to cutte in little 


peeces the fleſheof a Fore, and to mingle it with the Hen⸗ 


nes meate, to cauſe che Fdxe toabhozre to tome heare it, by 


keelyng the death of his pꝛopet inde, whiche nature tan not 
- abide,as Plinie Mitethinhis nine and twentie booke ol his 


Naturall Hiſtoꝛie. But the moſte ſaueraigne remeadie, is 


to kerpe faft and cloſe the doꝛes aud windowes in the night. 


And that in the daie, your ſeruauntes often tymes come, 


and go in all places and coꝛners of pour cloſe. And that nere 


vnto it, oꝛ the Henne houſe, bee no heapes of wood, buſhes, 
02 ſtones, where ſuche beaſtes maie be hidde oz harboured, 
Foz the beaſtes whiche liue by rapte, haue euer a certaine 


keare ioyned with their craftineſſe,and deſire ol rauenyng.
